Catholics 
Get Rules on 
Unity 


Vatican city, Feb. 28 —Iff)— The 


Roman Catholic church has laid 
down rules under which Catholics 
may meet with non-Catholics 
in 


the interests of Christian unity. 


The document was issued 
for 


publication in today's edition of the' 
Vatican newspaper, 'O'Osservatore 
Romano, and a summary was is- 
sued by the Vatican press office. 


The document emphasized that 


particular vigilance is needed 
in 


gatherings of Catholics and non- 
Catholics "which in these recent 
times have begun to be organized 
to promote reunion in faith." Such 
gatherings present a "desired oc- 
casion" to spread Catholic doc- 
trine, but also "easily bring with 
them grave dangers of 
indiffer- 


ence," it added. 


Such meetings are not 
prohi- 


bited in the absolute sense, 
but 


Catholics must have permission o£ 
competent church authorities to at- 
tend, the instruction said. Bishops 
arc permitted for a period of three 
years to- authorize attendance at 
local meetings of Catholics 
with 


non-Catholics. One of the conditions 
of such attendance is a report of 
the meeting to the holy office.

"If Mrs. Borroto had been Dr. 


Sander's 
m o t h e r or sister he 


couldn't have done more to minis- 
ter to her." 


Borroto, a retired oil salesman, 


said Dr. Sander came often to his 
home during the last months of his 
wife's life. 


Borroto added that the doctor 


often appeared voluntarily, 
bring- 


ing such gifts to the ailing woman 
as a canary, complete with cage, 
and other little offerings to take 
her mind off her misery.

cried 


Captain Blish boyishly, "Gertrude 
Stein is a beautiful writer!" 


Pacing his hotel room as if it 


were a deck of H. M. S. bouty, the 
captain—who prefers to be known 
as Charles Laughton — told of how 
he had come to fall in love with 
Miss Stein's literary efforts. 


"Ten years ago I couldn't under- 


stand Gertrude Stein. It was all 
bosh to me. 


"But recently I sat 
down and 


read her aloud. It was delightful! 
That's how it is with great writing 
of that kind. You can't tell it un- 
less you hear it." 


Laughton then undertook to de- 


fend the famous passage that has 
caused considerable r i d icule of 
Miss Stein by the Philistines: "A 
rose is a rose is a rose is a rose" 
etc. 


"I'll admit it doesn't 
seem to 


make much sense 
read 
in cold 


print," he said. "But if you take it 
as a child might say it —." 


And Laughton, his hair awry, 


threw himself in a chair, let his 
face and eyes wander aimlessly 
as he chanted in ten different tre- 
ble inflections. 


"A rose is a rose is a rose is a

Then Laughton looked up with an 


air of victory, and I couldn't think 
of anything to say. He had given a 
wonderful picture of 
u chanting 


child, but I never have flet privy 
to Miss Stein's inner aims, so I 
couldn't feel sure that was what 
she had meant or not when she 
said "a rose is a rose" and so 
lorth. 


Laughton, however, intends to 


take the issue to the people. Re- 
cently he completed a 52-city tour 
during which he gave a one - man 
show consisting of readings rang- 
ing from limericks to limericks to 
Lincoln's Gettysburg address. 


"Gertrude Stein's literary 
style 


is built on repetition, and so are 
parts of the Bible," he said, "I 
have been thinking of reading a 
piece of hers side by side with a 
selection from the Bible that's in 
the same style." 


The aator plans to make an an- 


nual tour, giving his readings, and 
says it is the best fun he's 
ever 


had. 


"It isn't new," he said. "Charles 


Dickens and Mark Twain used to 
do it. I just revived it — the read- 
ing of classics aloud. It has a nos- 
taligc appeal. And it's an extraor- 
dinary 
friendly 
exchange — a 


nice warm feeling for them 
and 


for me." 


But I think another 
reason 
is 


that Laughton, one of the most ver- 
satile actors of our time, has had 
a lifelong dread of being typecast 
And by reading from a dozen books 
in a single evening he can 
play 


dozens of roles that show the real 
range of his talent. 


"Actually, I know them all by 


heart," he said. "But the book in 
my hand lets me be any age or 
personality I want. It gives me the 
freedom of the universe. 


"The people are so used to typu 


casting that you need a gimmick 
to get over it. The book does it for 
me . 


"For three or four minutes I am 


only a inovie star they remember 
from a certain film. But in anoth- 
er few minutes they are just chil-

THE LONj; EAGLE of 1927 was Charles Augustus Lindbergh,. 
an obscure airmail and barnstorming pilot who overnight tjeoanw, 
America's top hero. The Whole world waited breathless wh«n Lindy 
took off from Roosevelt Field, N. Y., on that morning of .May 20,: 
1927, and headed his plane, the "Spirit of St. Louis," toward'EarIs, 
fame and fortune. The drama of the handsome young flier tackling 
the broad Atlantic-alone in a tiny monoplane captured the worlds 
imagination. On the evening of May 21, word flashed to the .world 
that he had landed near Paris, totally unprepared for the.wilBjre;- 
ception that greeted him there.
